TEHRAN. Nov. 4 (UPI) — 
Moslem students battled UB. Ma- 
rines and seized the U.S. Embassy 
today, taking about 90 Americans 
hostage to press demands that de- 
posed Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavi be extradited to Iran to face 
Islamic justice. 

About 4S0 Moslem youths, 
whose leaders said they had the ta- 
cit approval of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, stormed the embassy 
and fought with embassy personnel 
for three hours, reports said. 

“We shall not give up the hos- 
tages unless the sh»h is given to us,” 
a student spokesman told the few 
reporters allowed into the embassy 
“So long as we are hen. 
the embassy trill remain closed,” he 
said. 

He said the students, using “cold 
weapons" but no firearms, seized 
about 90 American men, women 
and children and 10 Iranians. 

Special Task Force 

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment said it appeared that none of 
the hostages had been hurt. A diplo- 
matic task force was set up under 
Assistant Secretary of State Harold 
Saunders. Lack of communication 
with the hostages was said to be 
causing worry.

Catalonia emerged from tie 
Middle Ages with a parliament, 
called tbe Generali tat, and a na- 
val and commocial prowess that 
allowed Catalonians to proclaim 
themselves masters of the western 
Mediterranean. Since then, Ca- 
talonian history has bear marked 
by long epochs of enforced unity 
to the rest of Spain, and brief pe- 
riods of relative autonomy. The 
most recent one occurred under 
the Spanish Republic, which re- 
stored the ancient Geueralitat to 
Catalonia in 1931. 

But in 1938, as his armies 
thrust into the Catalonian prov- 
inces, Franco announced that 
Spain was being “reorganized 
within a broad totalitarian con- 
cept, with a single language, 
Spanish, and a single personality, 
tbe Spanish one.” 

Catalonia’s industrial and com- 
mercial lead over the rest of 
Spun was deliberately under- 
mined. For every three dollars 
that Madrid toe* in taxes, it re- 
turned only one. Credits to Ca- 
talonian businessmen were re- 
stricted unless they agreed to in- 
vest outside their region. Catalo- 
nian teachers were exiled to 
Spanish provinces and replaced 
by school instructors who spoke 
only Spanish. 

The 23 Catalonian newspapers 
were banned, and for years no 
books were allowed to be pub- 
lished in the local language. At 
the height of the repression, the 
Francoisl press even invented an 
artificial anti-Semitism, describ- 
ing Catalonia’s inhab itants as.Jn- 
deo-Caialonian and claiming that 
their political leaders who fled 
abroad were secret Jews.

Nigeria Puts 
Oil Price Up 
Over 10%

WASHINGTON. Nov. 4 (WP) — 
Nigeria, the second largest supplier 
of U.S. oil imports, announced yes- 
terday that it is raising its crude 
prices by S2.70 a band to $26.17, 
an Increase of more than 10 per- 
cent. 

Tbe price rise, another in a series 
announced by members of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries in recent weeks, is expect- 
ed to add as much as a penny a gal- 
lon to U.S. gasoline prices. 

The West African country is the 
sixth to raise prices above the 
S23.50-a-barrel ceiling set by OPEC 
in June. The announcement also 
virtually ensures that the 1 3- mem- 
ber cartel mil officially raise prices 
at its December meeting in Caracas, 
according to international oil ana- 
lysts. 

Before the announcement, Lagos 
was selling its premium low-sulfur 
light oil for $23.47 a barrel. Other 
countries that are selling o3 above 
the OPEC ceiling are Kuwait, Li- 
bya, Algeria, Iran and Iraq. Non- 
OPEC nations such as Canada, 
Britain and Mexico also are selling 
off for more than $23.50. 

Oil company executives say in 
private that they expect the cartel to 
raise prices at least 10 to 15 percent 
at the Caracas meeting. OQ consul t-

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As World’s Atomic Plants Increase 


Panel Predicts Huge Growth in Nuclear Bomb Material 


By Richard Burr 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (NYT) 
— An enormous expansion in the 
number of nuclear power plants in 
the industrialized and developing 
countries in the next 20 years wOI 
result in a dramatic, unavoidable in- 
crease in available supplies of 
bomb-grade nuclear material, ac- 
cording to a report by an interna- 
tional study group. 

'.The report says that as many as 
1)00 nuclear plants may be built 
/mind the world by the year 2000 
t.nd concludes that there are no 
technical means of preventing this 
from increasing the ride of the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 

The conclusions of the two-year 
study, which have not been an- 
nounced officially, are considered 
by many officials to represent a set- 
back for the Carter administration's 
policy of curbing an increase in the 
availability of nuclear arms. 

The study, made by five interna- 
tional organizations and 66 nations, 
including the United States, is said 
by experts to be the most exhaustive 
examination of the security risks as- 
sociated with the spread of nuclear 
power. Known as the International 
Nuclear Fuel Cyde Evaluation 
Conference, it was convened by 
President Carter in 1977 in an effort 
to gain wider support for the ad- 
ministration's drive to clamp down 
on the export of technology and 
materials that could be used to 
build nuclear bombs.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (WP) — 
The confusion over whether an 
atomic explosion took place near 
South Africa Sept, 22 exists in part 
because the vast satellite network 
once maintained by the United 
States to monitor atmospheric nu- 
clear explosions is no longer in 
place. 

Not only is the Vda satellite net- 
work down to three from right, but 
the giant acoustic system that de- 
tected the sounds of nudear explo- 


sions in the atmosphere is not work- 
ing. 

“This is a serious deficiency ” a 
source in the Carter administration 
said. “We were literally quite for- 
tunate to spot the event near South 
Africa that could have been an at- 
mospheric test of an atomic de-

“People who watch this kind of 
thing were quite surprised by the 
event of Sept. 22, which still ap- 
pears to be a nudear explosion in 
the atmosphere.” 

The detection was made by the 
newest Vela satellite, which was 
launched in 1970. The Vda saw a 
double pulse of light generated in a 
3.000-mile wide cipde that covered 
a vast area of the south Atlantic 
and Indian oceans south and east of 
South Africa. 

The twin light pulse seen from or- 
bit is characteristic of nudear ex- 
plosions. It is the fireball of a nude- 
ar explosion that briefly disappears 
from view when the explosion’s 
shock wave makes it opaque to a 
view from space, then reappears 


when the shock wave dissipates it- 
self. 

“There is no natural phenomenon 
that gives us this double light 
pulse,” a source said. “We know of 
nothing rfw* that given us tins 
signal.” 

The Vda satellites have detected 
42 double mikes of light in the last 
13 years. The first 41 were con- 
firmed as atmospheric nudear tests, 
conducted either by China or 
France. 

The explosion, if it was an explo- 
sion, took place in the middle of a 
doudy night, so that the light from 
the fireball filtered through the 
douds in a way that allowed scien- 
tists to estimate the force of the ex- 
plosion. The Pentagon has said that 
an atomic explosion would have 
had a force or less than four kflo- 
tons and probably no more than 
two Jrilorons- 

That is quite small. Even the first 
two atomic explosions over Japan 
at the end of World War II had a 
force equal to 20 lrilotons, which is 
the explosive force of 20.000 tans of 
TNT.

“As they were gening ready to 
move out, two vehicles pulled up — 
a van and a sedan — and about a 
dozen men jumped out and com- 
menced firing automatic weapons 
and shotguns,” said Charles Travis, 
of WGHP-TV in nearby High 
Point, who was reporting on the 

mar ch 

“The demonstrators started re- 
turning die gunfire,” he said. “I saw 
two or three of them pulling 
handguns I don't know how many 
there were. People were scrambling 
and ducking and diving for cover. It 
went on for about two minutes. It 
was continuous.’* 

The police apprehended the van. 
which they said was loaded with 
weapons. Police CapL James Hil- 
liard said 12 Klansmen would be 
charged with murder and conspira- 
cy to commit murder. Police also 
arrested members of the Workers 
Viewpoint Organization (WVO). in- 
cluding Nelson Johnson, cue of its 
leaders, who was charged with incit- 
ing to riot and resisting arrest. 

The demonstration, advertised as 
a “Death to the Klan” was 

sponsored by the WVO. a group ac- 
tive in the state for a decade and 
described by its members as Com- 
munist-affiliated. Police said the 
group had obtained a parade per- 
mit. 

A WVO source said that all the 
dead were leaders of the organiza- 
tion. He said they apparently bad 
been singled out by the assailants, 
whom he said were Klan members. 
CapL Hilliard said he could not 
confirm that the assailants were 
members of the Klan. 

David Dalton, a TV cameraman 
who suffered pdlet wounds in the 
leg, said that no police officers were 
present when the shooting began as 
the marchers massed near a housing 
project in a predominantly Mack 
neighborhood. CapL Hilliard said 
officers were nearby, because “We 
always proride police protection for 
any parade.” 

But other policemen said that, 
while a contingent of officers had 
been scheduled to escort the march- 
ers — although no trouble was an- 
ticipated — it did not reach the 
scene until moments after the 
shootings. * 

There was a report of a fight 
breaking out before the shooting 
started. Mr. Travis said that, as the 


marchers several of them 

had thrown sticks and Stones at 
passing cars.

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Bad News From Bolivia 


An ambitious Bolivian colonel last week 
compromised the most promising South 
American political trend in a generation. 
Coup-prone Bolivia was the obvious weak 
link in the emerging Andean democratic 
chain. On Thursday, President Walter 
Guevara Area's three-month-old civilian ad- 
ministration fell to rebel soldiers led by Col. 
Alberto Natusch Busch. Because the coup 
was opposed by most political parties and 
unions and by some of the military, a chance 
remains to undo part of the damage. The 
United States and other democratic nations 
in the hemisphere can help. 

Bolivia belongs to the Andean Pact, a re- 
gional economic grouping that has come to 
function as a democratic bloc. Three of the 
other four pact members — Venezuela, Co- 
lombia and Ecuador — have democratic gov- 
ernments. The fourth. Peru, is scheduled to 
elect one next year. Largely because of the 
efforts of these nations, centrists now play an 
important role in revolutionary Nicaragua. 
The political progress in the Andes offered 
hope for liberalization in other Latin Ameri- 
can countries still under military rule. 

The return to military dictatorship in Bo- 
livia would seriously weaken the pact's advo- 
cacy of democratic change. And without the 
active cooperation of a strong Latin bloc of 
democrats, the Carter administration could 
not effectively compete with Cuba, as it in- 
tends, for the loyalty of political movements 
in the more volatile nations of the hemi- 
sphere. 

The administration considered the consoli- 


dation of democracy in die Andes as so im- 
portant — and the democratic experiment in 
Bolivia as so vulnerable — that Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance personally implored Bo- 
livia's leaders two weeks ago to avoid a coup. 
While in La Paz for a meeting of the Organi- 
zation of American States, he also assured 
President Guevara that planned sales from a 
United States stockpile of tin would be care- 
fully managed to prevent damage to Bolivia's 
new democratic government Moreover, the 
United States joined most nations in the 
hemisphere in supporting Bolivia’s bid to re- 
gain the outlet to the Pacific that it lost to 
Chile a century ago. 

Protecting Bolivia's economy from erratic 
tin-price fluctuations may be worth doing in 
any case. But Mr. Vance’s offer was clearly 
meant as a signal of support for the now- 
deposed democratic government. Bolivia's 
territorial claim also benefited from the 
hopeful domestic political turn. And the 
plans to increase United States assistance to 
Bolivia were specifically intended to aid the 
transition to democracy. 

Col. Natusch’s coup invites reassessment 
of all these positions. The administration has 
already suspended U.S. aid programs. There 
is ample evidence that most Bolivians want a 
rapid return to constitutional civilian rule. 
Merely to ignore the latest betrayal of their 
aspiration would also be a signal, and the 
wrong kind. Washington and Bolivia’s An- 
dean partners have good reason to use all 
diplomatic means at their disposal to frus- 
trate the coup.

Light in the Rhodesian Sky 


Something incredible seems to be happen- 
ing at the Rhodesia conference in London. 
The British, acting with a full Com- 
monwealth mandate, keep gently but insis- 
tently forcing the issues that must be re- 
solved to defuse the terrible wasting war in 
Britain’s erstwhile colony. The elected mul- 
tiracial government headed by Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa. desperate to win the internation- 
al favor that alone will spare its supporters 
eventual ruin, keeps accepting the painful 
compromises proposed by the British foreign 
secretary. Lord Carrington. The guerrillas of 
the Patriotic Front, under heavy pressure 
from their sponsors in the front-line states to 
shift their struggle to the polls, keep squirm- 
ing but remain at the table. There is, for the 
first time since the Rhodesian dispute began 
14 years ago, light in the Rhodesian sky. 

* * * 

There are. formally, three issues. The first, 
the new constitution under which Zimbabwe 
would become legally independent under a 
fair democratic regime, has been resolved. 
The second is the transitional arrangements 
under which Britain would temporarily re- 
sume its authority and administer elections. 
The Salisbury government has accepted Brit- 
ain’s transition proposals and — this is what 
the tension in London is about — the Patri- 
'otic From is trying to secure certain adapta- 
tions of them. The third issue, due next, is a 
cease-fire. Each issue is harder than the last. 
But the further the parties go, the harder it is 
to turn back.

Are you ready for a serious discussion of 
whether the resources of the moon and other 
celestial bodies should be developed under a 
U.S.-style free enterprise system or under an 
international socialist regime? You should 
know that your fellow citizens in the L-5 So- 
ciety regard that as Meaningful Topic No. 1. 
The L is for libration, a point at which the 
gravitational pulls of earth, moon and sun 
are equalized. L-5 is the fifth libration point, 
where you would park a space platform to 
manufacture, say, the perfect ball bearing. 
The L-5 Society wants to turn back what it 
sees as the chief threat on the space horizon, 
the moon treaty with its “common heritage” 
core. 

The early international legislation of the 
space age spawned one treaty to denational- 
ize and demilitarize outer space and a second 
to provide for the rescue of astronauts in dis- 
tress. But meanwhile, at the United Nations’ 
Committee on the Peaceful Uses of Outer 
Space, the lawyers have been cooking up yet 
another treaty to regulate exploitation of 
space resources. The world’s drive for devel- 
opment virtually assures that these resources 
will be sought when the technology, markets 
and costs are in line. That is way off but not 
way off: the United States is about to launch 
the space shuttle envisioned as the way to get 
back and forth to factories in space. 


The Muzorewa government, urged on by 
South Africa, has bet everything on the con- 
ference. If the conference succeeds, Salisbury 
escapes from the war and gets its best avail- 
able crack at power and stability. If it fails, 
Salisbury can count on a substantial and 
probably life-sustaining measure of British 
and American support, including the quick 
lifting of economic sanctions. All this might 
have been expected. 

* * * 

What was not expected was the approach 
of the Patriotic Front The guerrillas went to 
London patently skeptical that the confer- 
ence could serve their ends. To their own evi- 
dent surprise, however, they have been 
drawn deep into a process of conciliation, 
and they now seem determined at least that if 
the conference fails it will not be because of 
them. To be sure, their friends as well as their 
enemies are pressing them hard. If they were 
having such an easy time of it in battle, their 
attitude might be contrary. 

Still, they, or their leaders, are earning fresh 
respect for the way they seem to be shedding 
the mystique of armed struggle and entering 
on the paths of compromise. Their objections 
to the British proposals on transitional secur- 
ity, for instance, are being presented in a 
spirit indicating that die differences, though 
large, can still be negotiated. 

There is little for anyone else to do, the 
U.S. government included, except to wish the 
conference well.

The one-man, one-vote nature of the Unit- 
ed Nations has assured, however, that any 
international approach to space resources 
would follow the United Nations' collectivist 
approach to the resources of the deep seabed. 
At the law of the sea talks, the United States 
may yet conceivably swallow articles putting 
into effect the notion that seabed resources 
are the “common heritage” of mankind It 
would do so chiefly to ensure that other na- 
tions agree to other articles of special U.S. 
interest — in particular, freedom of naviga- 
tion. But should space resources, in which 
U.S. technology is even more commanding, 
also be designated as the “common heri- 
tage”?

A moon treaty may soon be drafted by the 
United Nations. Fortunately, there is no 
need for hasty action on it. Space mining and 
manufacturing remain distant enough to let 
the parties see first what common heritage 
means when applied to seabed resources, 
which are much closer to being exploited. 
And certainly there is no need to indulge the 
would-be space colonists and others who, for 
a variety of personal and ideological reasons, 
want space declared a preserve for private 
U.S. exploitation.

NEW YORK — A message from Cody, Wyo- 
ming. states that “Buffalo Bill” (Colonel Cody) 
with his English friends, accompanied by Indian 
scouts and cowboys, are galloping along a trail 
in pursuit of the bandits who raided the Cody 
National Bank, killed the cashier and escaped, 
after a running fight with the townspeople. Be- 
fore the arrival of “Buffalo Bill.” the sheriffs 
posse had commenced what the message de- 
cribes as the “greatest manhunt that the North- 
west has witnessed for many a long day.” The 
evident object of the bandits, believed to number 
six. is to reach the district called “The Hole in 
the Wall.” where ravines offer plenty of shelter. 


Fifty Years Ago 

November 5, 1929 . 

LONDON — News that King George V of Eng- 
land had died suddenly — which became known 
as a brazen falsehood only after it had alarmed 
many parts of Europe — was broadcast by Ra- 
dio Paris from its rue Francois I station when It 
fell victim to a hoax at the dinner hour last 
night The radio station was preparing for a con- 
cert hour when a call was received from a person 
who said: “This is the Havas Agency. We have 
just received a bulletin announcing the death of 
King George this afternoon.” When the radio 
announcement reached the agency itself, if was 
recognized as one of the most bold-faced hoaxes 
ever perpetrated in France. 
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Feeding Russia While Cambodia Starves

inexpressible tragedy of the Cambo- 
dian people. First that the present 
threat to the very existence of that 
nation is being caused by a conflict 
between two Communist regimes. 
And second, that the Soviet Union 
has not only refused to use its influ- 
ence to Stop the cai-nagg, but WOXl’t 
even cooperate with, the civilized 
nations to save the Cambodian chil- 
dren. 

The United States, during the 
Vietnam War, acquired its own bur- 
den of guilt in Cambodia, but at 
least it has had the decency to try to 
make amends and respect the sanc- 
tity of human life. 

The Soviet Union, which has 
been proclaiming its compassion 
for the suffering people of the world 
for over 60 years, and which casti- 
gated the Nazis for trying to exter- 
minate the Jews, is not only doing 
nothing to help, but is denouncing 
the humanitarian efforts of the 
United States and other Western 
nations as a kind of geopolitical 
capitalist trick. 

On the level of world politics, it 
might be possible to understand 
even a savage Moscow policy of es- 
tablishing its power on the southern 
flank of its Communist rival. China. 
But Moscow’s ally in Hanoi has al- 
ready won that war. It now has over 
200,000 Vietnamese troops in Cam- 
bodia and the rag-tag remnant of 
the former Communist government 


Last month. Carter gave the Sovi- 
et Union permission to buy a record 
25 million metric tons of U.S. com 
and wheat during the fiscal year 
1979-80- It has, of course, always 
been a principle of the U.S. govern- 
ment never to use food as an instru- 
ment of political power when peo- 
ple anywhere in the world were in 
need. And yet, why should we re- 
lieve the Soviet Union of its grain 
shortages if Moscow will not even 
help to get food to Cambodia to 
save the children there? 

Belatedly. Carter has come for- 
ward with proposals and has the 
support of the Congress for about 
$100 million in aid for Cambodia, 
but the Congress is still fiddling 
with this. And there is still the prob- 
lem of getting the food into Thai- 
land and, more importantly, into 
Cambodia. 

The president and the Congress 
can provide money and food, but 


they need permission to get planes 
and trucks to the starving people; 
This is a problem that Moscow has 
the power to resolve. The women 
and other members of the Congress 
and also others outside the govern- 
ment have been imploring Carter to 
take the issue directly to the Soviet 
government. 

A bipartisan group of 68 mem- 
bers of the House of Representa- 
tives appealed to Carter last week to 
try to set up a joint airlift with the 
Soviet Union. “We urge you to take 
immediate steps to launch a Joint 
U.S.-Sov\et airlift of trucks, food, 
mwiinna nnA other humanitarian 
and relief supplies,” they said. - 

The Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, 
president of Notre Dame Universi- 
ty, has made the paint more dra- 
matically: “Why not go to the Rus- 
sians and say. The American peo- 
ple may take a dim view of you buy-

Nixon and India 

As the U.S. Information Officer 
for East Pakistan, I was in Dacca 
from 1968 through most of 1971. 

If, as Henry Kissinger claims 
(IHT, Oct. 9) Richard Nixon in- 
tended to risk' war with the Soviet 
Union over India's liberation of 
East Pakistan, it is a better reason 
for impeachment than anything in 
the Watergate affair. 

Apparently those uncooperative 
bureaucrats in the State and De- 
fense Departments read the 
dispatches from Dacca and New 
Delhi. It appears that Nixon and 
Kissinger did not. 

If they had, they might have seen 
a better and safer way: Condemn 
Pakistan for ignoring a legal elec- 
tion and trying to beat down a peo- 
ple through wholesale killing and 
raping; and then use the leverage of 
a strong moral position or ensure 
Indian restraint.

Mr. Bush and Sen. Baker were 
followed in the voting by Mr. Con- 
natiy with 17.6 percent of the vote; 
Mr. Reagan with 73 percent; Rep. 
Philip Crane. R-I1L. with 43 per- 
cent; Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kjul. 
With .7 percent, and Rep. John An- 
derson, R-flL, with .4 percent. 

Mr. Bush had already left for an- 
other campaign stop when the re- 
sults were announced. In Exelec, 
N.H.. Mr. Connolly said oT his 
third-place finish, “We are abso- 
lutely thrilled and delighted and 
couldn't be happier about it” 

The outcome was startling to 
many participants in the forum be- 
cause some supporters of Mr. Bush 
bad virtually conceded the poll to 
Sen. Baker, and Mr. Bush had 
downplayed the results in advance. 

Sen. Baker said afterward that he 
found it significant that the two 
candidates considered to be fighting 
for the more moderate Republican 
votes 'had run first and second in 
the contest. 

“One thing I have learned,” Sen. 
Baker said “is that George Bush 
has more support here than many 
people thought he had" 

Before the voting, Mr. Bush said 
that the contest was not highly sig- 
nificant. and that Republican cau- 
cuses in Iowa next January would 
proride the first real indication of 
his strength. His victory over Mr. 
Baker followed a victory in a simi- 
lar straw poD among Republican 
contenders in Iowa. 

Intensive fa mp a ig n 

Sen. Baker mounted an intensive 
effort in Maine about six weeks ago 
after winning the endorsement of 
Sen. Cohen. 

The Baker forces sent WtOiam 
Tucker, their chief delegate hunter, 
into Maine, set up telephone h anks 
to solicit support across the state, 
and invited influential Republicans 
to lunch with Sen. Baker in his off- 
ice in Washington. 

Sea. Baker came here late Friday 
for meetings with supporters before 
the delegates gathered lot the round 
of speechmaking and demonstra- 
tions yesterday. 

Because of the extensive effort by 
the Baker campaign forces, some 
supporters of other candidates wens 
c-ranriing yesterday that Sen.

The article, by Columbia Univer- 
sity Prof. Sigmund Diamond, sug- 
gests that Mr. Kissingers acquies- 
cence in wire-tapping while in the 
Nixon . administration was not a 
matter of the “one-time expedien- 
cy” referred to in the former secre- 
tary's memoirs. “Kissinger." he 
antes, “was not a neophyte in the 
secret scrutiny of his associates.”

Study Assails Bureaucracy 
Of West Germany’s Army

BONN (NYT) — The West Ger- 
man Army, widely considered the 
roost capable and efficient in West- 
ern Europe, is described in a new 
report to the Defense Ministry as 
increasingly bureaucratic, lacking in 
soul and divorced from the soldiers 
in its ranks. 

The report, commissioned a year 
ago by the government and made 
public last week, was described by 
Defense Minister Hans Ape! as dra- 
matic. It was submitted by the in- 
vestigating committee's chairman, 

Ulrich de Maziere, a retired inspec- 
tor general of the army. 

. Mr. Apel said the recommenda- 
tions of the report would be exa- 
mined “seriously and promptly.’' 

The 49 5, 000-member armed 
forces, the report said, were “func- 
tionally and technically efficient” 
but bad become “cooler and, at 
times, even cold” in .their functions. 

Experience showed, it said, that 
human factors were more important 
to battlefield performance than 
technical advances. 

Although the report made no 
mention of it, the same arid asms 
were made more than two years ago 
in a pamphlet by a group of 15 
young officers. In addition to call- 
ing attention to what they felt was 
the army’s obsession with technical 
expertise, the officers accused the 
General Staff and the Defense Min- 
istry of letting the services drift 
back toward what they called con- 
servatism and blind obedience. 

The young officers contended 
that the reason for this was that the 
concept of “inn ere Fuhrung.” or 
“inner leadership,” was now largely 
considered old-fashioned and a 
waste of time. It was this concept, 
bared on a questioning approach to 
military life, that gave the armed 
forces a democratic basis in the 
1960s. 


The concept, intended to “de- 
Pmssianize" the military, was set 

forth in training manuals outlining 
relations between officers and en- 
listed personnel, stipulating decent 
treatment of enlisted personnel and 
setting limits on military obedience. 

Largely avoiding this political is- 
sue, the new report found that the 
cause of the problem was that 
armed forces personnel had too 
many tasks to fulfill, resulting in se- 
lective obedience. lower-quality per- 
formance. neglect of some duties 
and growing human problems. 

Work Doubled 


Overemphasis on technical profi- 
ciency and centralization have hurt 
creativity and motivation, and 
much of the bureaucracy has origi- 
nated from within the services 
themselves, the report continued.

The Treasury’s three-part refund- 
ing wound up on Thursday, when 
the sale of 30-year bonds nought 
an average yield of 10.44 percent 
That is the highest rate the govern- 
ment has ever accepted on such 
long-term securities. 

Almost Triple 

In retrospect one of the Tew 
economists who. at the start of 
1979. envisaged anything of this 
sort in the way of record yields was 
Albert Wqjntiower. chief economist 
at the First Boston Corp. In Janu- 
ary. when the return on long-term 
government bonds was around 9 
percent he forecast that yields 
would climb to between 10 and 10ft 
percent by late this year. 

The latest sale of 30-year bonds 
— the longest maturity the United 
States has to offer — was the 20th 
issue of long-tens Treasury bonds 
sold to investors in the last five 
years. During this period, the size of 
these offerings has increased from 
$750 million to last week’s record- 
tying $2rbillion sale. 

The average yield at offering has 
ranged from a low of 7.63 percent 
in February, 1977, to Thursday's 
high of 10.44 percent. The next sale 
of long-term bonds, which would be 
expected to mature in 2010, will 
probably come in three months. 

Treasury bills, notes and bonds 
are backed by the credit of the U.S. 
government, which presumably 


qualifies them as the most risk-free 
securities available in the country. 
In addition, interest pud on Treas- 
ury securities is 'not subject to state 
and local income taxes. Holders, 
however, must pay federal income 
tax on the interest. 

It has been four weeks since the 
Federal Reserve tossed a bombshell 


into both the bond and the stock 
markets by abruptly announcing a 
tightening of credit policy. During 
the first three weeks after th&l Oct

clusive trading Friday, while sugar futures set season highs amid strong 
speculative interest. 

Gold analysts said the failure of London cash fixing prices to fall below 
$370 an ounce, a price viewed as significant by traders wblo watch techni- 
cal charts, spurred covering of short or open selling positions. 

As a result, gold futures recovered from a drop triggered by lower- than- 
expected prices Thursday at a Treasury Department auction, closing $3.80 
to $6 JO an ounce higher on New York's Commodity Exchange Inc. 

Comae silver futures were mostly lower, falling as much as 14 cents an 
ounce. Copper futures closed mixed in choppy trading. Contracts for near- 
by delivery of copper rose, partly on fears of tightness in deliverable sup- 
plies. Talk that a Chicago-based commodity firm plans to push prices 
higher by bolding large buying positions in nearby contracts has circulated 
on the trading floor. Some analysts discount the likelihood of such a 
“squeeze." saying such talk has become common recently, sometimes with 
little justification in fact, in several futures markets. 

Sugar Rally Continues 

Sugar prices continued a three-day rally on New York's Coffee, Sugar 
and Cocoa Exchange, gaining 37 to 5 cent a pound to set life-of-con tract 
highs. 

Buying was encouraged by reports that Iran would seek 75,000 tons of 
sugar on world markets soon. There also were indications that cold weath- 
er may jeopardize the yield of sugar beets being harvested in the Soviet 
Union. 

Sugar futures rose Thursday on news, confirmed by an aide to Sen. 
Frank Church, D- Idaho, that Sen. Church, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, had agreed to support ratification of the Interna- 
tional Sugar Agreement in return for a Outer administration agreement to 
support domestic sugar prices at 15.8 cents a pound, compared with the 
current level of 15 cents.

Western bankers also question 
whether the Bank of Japan's heavy 
in i erven tion in the foreign, exchange 
market and the attendant rundown 
in its reserves rnr-^nc that its d ollar 
deposits with Japanese banks could 
be run-down, removing an import- 
ant source of financing for the 
banks. 

At the same timg, Japan has 
warned that it intends to tighten li- 
quidity ratios on banks’ financing 
— insisting that a mmitniim of 30 
percent of term debt be financed 
with one-year funding and at least 
10 percent be financed with, at least 
three-year cash. The government 
also plans , to limit exposure to any 
foreign country to 20 percent of the 
combined total of a bank's capital 
and reserves to. avoid concentration 
in any one country. 

One immediate casualty of these 
moves was Mexico’s Common Fed- 
eral de Bectriddad, which had 
been hoping to raise as much as 
$600 million. Only S40Q million had 
been underwritten by six. banks. In- 
terest on the 12-year loan is set 
at ft percent over Libor — consid- 
ered a low spread on a long maturi- 
ty- 

The objective had been to gp into 
general syndication, using the first 
5100 million raised to reduce the 
S67-5~mlHion participation of the 
six managers. The second hundred 
million syndicated would have been 
used to increase the amount of the 
loan; the third' hundred would 
again be used to reduce the mana- 
gers' share and the fourth hundred 
to lift the total amount to S600 mil- 
lion. 

The bankers have now advised 
CFE to not attempt to syndicate the 
loan but to do it on a “dub" basis 
with a small number of banks invit- 
ed to come in for S30-m31ian por- 
tions as co-lead managers.

Venezuela's S500 mzBzoa, 10-year 
loan priced at half a point over the 
U.S. prime rate is also finding a 
sluggish response with only three 
banks so far accepting to be co- 
managers. The money will be used 
by four state companies, which may 
use some of the funds to restructure 
their short-term debt — a possibili- 
ty that does not excite potential 
lenders. 

Yet another problem for this loan 
is the pressure now being exercised 
by Rep. Henry Reuss. D-WIs_ to 
keep the prime rate of U.S. com- 
mercial b anks from rising. In re- 
sponse to his reqnest for a slow- 
down in the escalation, Gtibank 
said Friday it was deferring any 
change in rate; which by most cal- 
culations should have risen.

One possible way to depoliti- 
cize the use of domestic U.S. rates, 
bankers say. is to allow banks to 
choose as a base other the prime or 
some money-market rate like the 
the six-month rate for certificates of 
deposit. 

It is undear how reports of other 
loan restructurings for Yugoslavia 
will affect litis deal. For example, 
Privredna Banka of Zagreb is refi- 
nancing two loans totaling $160 
million arranged last year at 1ft 
percent over Ubor.

TEMPE, Ariz^ Nov. 4 (UPI) — Frank Kush will get a public hearing, the 
president of Arizona State University, John Schwada, has announced. The

In an eventful day concerning Kush. Schwada’s announcement Friday 
followed a ruling by Arizona’s attorney general. Bob Corbin, that Kush’s 
dism issa l was carried out improperly. Kush coached at Arizona State for 
21 years before he was relieved of his duties lost month. 

Fifteen minutes before the announcement of Corbin's opinion, Kush 
filed a $40-miltion lawsuit against the university; Schwada; the university’s 
athletic director. Fred Miller, a drags trip promoter, Rick Lynch; and 25 
“John Doe” assistant football coaches. 

The college president said that although his counsel said the bearing was 
not required, Scwada wanted to avoid “potential harm” to Arizona State. 
After die bearing, a five-member faculty committee will make recommen- 
dations to Schwada within 10 days on whether Kush should be reinstated. 

Miller relieved Kush of his coaching duties Oct. 14, saying the coach had 
asked assistant coaches and players to lie if necessary to rebut charges 
contained in a SI. 1-million suit filed by a former player, Kevin Rutledge. 
He alleged that he was badgered into giving up his scholarship and that 
Kush punched him in the face after a bad punt in a 1978 game. Kush has 
denied the charges.

Maud estimates that these 
games will account for 25 percent 
of its business this year. 


Across the country , adults and children 
are being turned on by iheflashing 9 
bussing , ringing little devices . 


came as rather a surprise to most 
of the people in the industry." 

“It's the old train on Christmas 
morning routine.” said Barbara 
Wrack of Coleco. a major manu- 
facturer. “There are a lot of adults 
buying them for children and not 
letting kids play with them. Adult 
males particularly." 

Other features of the electronic 
games have helped to make them 
popular They do not tie up a 
television set, as do video games. 
They are battery-powered and 
can be carried almost anywhere, 
and individuals can play many of 
the games alone: 

Long before Christmas morn- 
ing, retailers expect to have sold 
out their new electronic games, 
even though this year there will be 
millions more units available than 
during the last two years, when 
black markets sprang up in some 
cities. " 

California-based Mattel Ino. a 
pioneer in the hand-held electron- 
ic game business, reported that 
tins year's production of millions 
of units had been sold to retailers 
by April. The company is market- 
ing 12 different games this year — 
up from two in 1977. 

The value of hand-held elec- 
tronic games at the manufactur- 
ing levd has increased from $21 
million in 1977 to more than $400 
million this year. 

Coleco alone reported $28 mll- 


“We knew when we introduced 
Simon [in March. 1978] that the 
product would have a wide age- 
range appeal.” Ditomassi said. 
But he added that his company 
was shocked at the “preponder- 
ance" of people from 20 to 40 
buying the game for themselves. 

Mattel estimated that perhaps 
as many as a third of its hand- 
held units, mostly sports games, 
are bought by adults for adults; 
Clay Atkinson, marketing mana- 
ger for Parker Brothers, said that 
between 10 and 25 percent of his 
company's sales of small electron- 
ic games have been to adults. 

“I think they win become a per- 
manent part of American life,” 
Atkinson added, although right 
now “electronics axe bang bought 
because they are electronic with a 
certain lights-and-mirrars excite- 
ment. At some point, the electron- 
ics will become secondary." 

The “brains” of the little games 
are microprocessors, tiny memory 
chips that are used in sophisticat- 
ed computers, weapons systems 
and electronic appliances. 

Simon is among the largest in 
size of the big sellers. It is basical- 
ly a memory game played in a 
disk about 13 mches in diameter 
with red, blue, yellow and green 
“C" shaped lights on its surface. 
At the touch of a button the ma- 
chine flashes random sequences 
of sound and light The player 
must repeat the sequence exactly. 


If that happens, Simon lengthens 
the sequence. The game goes on 
until the, player makes a mistake, 
an event marked by a “razz” 
sound from the machine; Simon 
has a number of similar games in 
its minicomputer memory. 

Merlin, a Parker Brothers ma- 
chine, was invented by computer 
experts and is programmed to 
play six different games including 
Uc-tac-toe, blackjack, magic 
square and a game that requires 
finding a mystery number picked 
at random by the machine: 

Of the sports games, electronic 
football is the most popular. Basi- 
cally these devices involve manual 
dexterity and quick reflexes to 
move a little dectronic diode 
through fields of blockers. Right 
now the machines allow players 
to run. kick and sometimes to 
pass against the computer’s de- 
fense: But new games being mark- 
eted this fall allow players to run 
both defensive and offensive 
plays. 

Test of Logic 

There are also games that test 
logic with word ana number puz- 
zles. Many popular board games 
such as Scrabble, Mastermind 
and Connect Four are available in 
dectronic versons. 

The games are creating a revo- 
lution in the toy industry, accord- 
ing to the manufacturers* trade 
association. 

“They are expanding -the age 
base [of buyers and users], ex- 
panding the price range upward 
[making toys that cost over $10 
used to be a big risk], and expand- 
ing the selling year [which used to 
be heavy only in the last quarter 
of the year) ” Miss Blossom said. 

Both retailers and toy makers 
believe that what is happening 
now is just the beginning. 

“What the manufacturers can 
do is limited by their, imagination. 
They haven't yet found out what 
they can do with electronics," a 
spokesman for Sears said. 

“The technology is moving very 
rapidly,” Rochlis of Mattel said. 
“What you see today is the dp of 
the iceberg. In the next decade the 
technology will develop faster 
than it has from the invention of 
the light bulb to today.”
